~ med(as as youfee) his Maieftichimfelfe 
did oft perufeand reuife as forefecing the 
future cuents; the tenor whereof. appea- 
reth to be fo farre from giuing Sir Walter 
Raleigh warrant , or colour to inuade any 
of the Territories, occupate and pofleit 
by the Spaniards, as it tended toa directi- 
on,rather of commerce, then {poile,cucn 
towards the Sauages themf{elues. And the 
better to containe Sir Walter Raleigh, and 
to hold him vponhis good behauiour, his 
Maieftiedenied (though much {ued vnto 
for the fame) to grant him pardon for his 
former treafons, both to difauthorifehim 
withthofe, that were vader his Comand, 
Cin cafe he fhould attempt to exceede his 
‘Commiffion and to relerue him to the Iu- 
 ftice of the Law, if by new offences hee 
fhould make himfelfe indigne of former 
mercies. And as for the good fecuritie 
which his Maicltie ordered to be taken, 
_ for their good and peaceable behaviour in 
the voyage; his Maieftic neuer heard any 


thing to the contrary but that it was per- 
, D formed ;

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formed till they were vpon their parting; 
and then was it told him, that euery one 
of the principals that were in the voyage, 
had putin fecurity one foranother, which 
if his Maieftie had knowen intime, hee 
would neuer haueacceptedcf. 

But howfoeuer the Commiffion was 
penned ; and whatfoeuer the cautions 
were which his Maieltie intended or y- 
fed, and whatfocuer the proteftations and 
promifes were, that Sir Walter Raleigh 
made or exhibited , it appeareth plainely, 
by the whole {equell of his Actions, that 
he went his owneway, and had his owne 
ends : Firft, to procure his libertie, and 
then to make new fortunes for himfelfe, 
cafting abroad onely this taleof the Mine 
as alureto-get aduenturers and followers; 
hauing in his eye the Mexico Fleete, the 
facking and {poyle of Townes planted 
with Spaniards, the depredation of Ships, 
and fuch other purchafe ; and making ac- 
count, that ifhe returned rich , hee would 
ranfome his offences (little looking into 
the nature and Character of his Maiefties 
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Tuftice and gouernment) and if otherwift, 
he would {eeke his fortune by flight, and 
new enterprifes in fome forraine Coun-

_ In execution therefore of thefehis de- 
_. fignes , Sir Walter Raleigh carrying the re- 
 —putation of an actiue, wittie , and valiant 
Gentleman,and efpecially of a great Com- 
mander at Sea, by theinticement of this 
golden baite of the Mine, and the eftima- 
tion of his owne name, drew ynto him 
many braue Captaines,and other Knights 
and Gentlemen of great blood and worth, 
to hazzardand aduenture their iues,and 
the whole, oragreat part of their eftates 
and fortunes in this his Voyage : whofe 
tuines and decayes following , remaine as 
» fadand grieuous reliques and monuments 
of his ynfortunate iourney, and ynfaith. 
full proceedings. . i 
_ But before hee went from London, hee 
was notfo referued, nor fo conftantvnto 
his pretence of the Mine, but that fome 
{parkes brake foorth of thatlight, which 
afterwards appeared. For hee cait foorth 
Di 2 ~ fome 
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fomewords to fome particular friends of 
his Company, That hee knew a Townein 
thofe parts, vpon which hee could make 
afauing Voyage in Tobacco, though there 
were no other fpoile. Neuertheleffe, to 
make the betrer faith of thathe had giuen 
out touching the Mine, he promifed his 
Companie at London , that when he came 
to Plinsouth , hee would takea great com- 
pany of Pioners out of the Weit, (where 
beft workemen are of that kind ) and hee 
maintained this his pretence fo farre, as 
hee billited the fayd Pioners for feuerall 
fhips; but when hecame into the Weft this 
vanifhed. For itis teftified of all parts, and 
by himfelfe confeffed, that he carriednone 
at all ,excufing it, tharthere were many o- 
ther tall men of the Mariners,and com- — 
mon Souldiers, that he would haue made 
fall to worke ; which is a flender excufe of 
omitting fo principall a point. As for 
Pickeaxes, Mattockes and Shouels forthe 
working of the Mine, itis true he carried 
{ome fmall quantitie fora fhew,but by the 
iudgement of all that were in his compa- 


nies: 
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nie,nothing neere {ofacient forthat which 
hadbeen requifite for the workingofthe 
Mince, which he excufed onely by faying, 
that his men never faw them vnpacked, 
sind that the Mine was not palt afooteand 
a halfevnderground. borstistmie 
After, when hee was once at Sea, hee 
did not much labor to nourifh and main- 
taine the beliefe, that he meantto make his 
voyage pon the profite of the Mine; but 
fell a degree, as if ic were fufficient to 
bring honie certainty and vifible proofe; 
that fuch'a Mine thete ‘was, though hee 
brought not the riches of it. For foone 
after his fetting foorth from Ireland , hee 
profeffed, thar if hee brought home buta 
handfullor basket full of Oare,to fhew the 
King, hee cared for no more, for it was 
enough to Guehis credit; and being char- 
ged therewith, hee confeffed the {peech, 
withthis argument and inference, thavif 
there had beenea handfullof the Mine, it 
followed there wasa Mincto beconfefled; 
as if fomany Ships, fomany lives of men, 
fach charge of prouifions, and {uch an ho- 
nourable 
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nourable Commifsion , had beene but for 
angxperiment. nlite si} 
Aboutthe fame time likewife, hebegan 
to forget his Commiffion , afwell as his 
wm pretences of the Mine ; for hee did declare 
i himfelfe to diuers of his company, that hee 7 


meantto take St. Thomé,and that he would 
make his voyage good vpon that Towne, 


= for thatit was very. rich; So as whereit was, 
e | blowne abroad ,. thatthe affault of Saint

neither doeth hein that letter, any way de- 
cline his knowledge, that thofe parts Were 
inhabited by the Spaniards, but ftands Vp- 
on.a-former title , which hee would needs 
now haue firengthened by anew pofleffi- 
on ; notwithftanding that this his pre-

tence 1s no way competible with his Com- 


miffion, and'that himfelfebeforehis going. 


neuer made ouerture , orallegation of any 
fuch pretext, nor fo muchas intimated, or 
infinuated any fuch defigne or purpofe. 

_ Againe , before hee came to the 
Iflands , hee made no difficultieto tell ma- 
ny in expreffe termes, that hce meantto 
furprife and fet vpow the Mexico Fleete, 
though fometimes hee would quallifie it, 
by faying, If all failed, or if the Action of 
the Mine were defeated. 

And Sir Walter Raleigh himfelfe being 
charged 
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charged with hele {peaches., confeffed 


the words, but faith, that im time, they 


_were {poken after the Action of the Mine 


was. defeated ; and that it was propoun- 
ded by him, to.theend, to keepe his men 


together, andif hefpakeitbetore, it was 
but difcourfeatlarge. | 


After, when hee began to be vpon the 
approaches of his pretended defigne of 
the Mine , and was come to Trinidad, 
hee fell ficke in fome extremitie, and in 
doubt of life (as was thought) at what 
time hee was mooued by fome principall 
petfons about him, ypon two points, in 
cafe hee fhould deceafe: The one, thar - 
hee would neminate a Generall to fuc- 
ceed him ; The other, that hee: would 
giue fome direction for profecution of the 
Adtion of the Mine. To the firft hee 
made an{were, that hisCommifsioncould 


not bee {et ouer , and therefore left: them 


to agree of that among themfelues : but 
for the Mine, hee profelt hee could giue 
them no direction ; and {tayed not there, 


-buttold them , there was another courfe 


which 
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(which hee did particularize ynto them to 
bee a French Commifsion , whereby they 
might doe themfelues moft good: vpon 


‘the Spaniards. 


“When hee was vpon recouertie, he dif- 
patched the Land-forces pretended for 
the Mine, and had defigned Captaine 
Sentleger to command in that Expedition: 
but by reafon of Sentlegers infirmitie at 
that time , hee reforted to his kinfeman 
Captaine George. Raleigh , who was his 
Sergeant Maior; in whofe written Com- 
miffion which he gaue him , he was wary 
enough not to exprefle the taking of St. 
Thome, but onely inferted aclaufe of Com- 
mandement; That they (hould in all things 0- 
bey him, a5 they would doe to bimfelfe in per- 
fon: yet in private directions and inftru- 


“Gtions, hee did open himfelfe to diuers of 


his Company , that. in-cafe they fhould 
not receiue {ome aduerti{ment , that the 
Towne was reinforced by new fupplies of 
men (whereby the enterprife might-bee of 
too gteat hazard for their number ) they 
fhould take the Towne firft, telling them, 

IS that 
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that the Mine was but three miles diftant 
fhort of the Towne, and inferring (as 
Kemifh expounded it afterwards) that it 
was in vaine to meddle withthe Mine, ex- 
cept the Towne were firft taken, and the 
Spaniards chafed; for that otherwife, they 
fhould but difcouer it, and worke it for 
the Spaniards: and when hee had opened. 
himfelfe thus farre, fome of his company, 
of themore intelligent and ductifull fort, 
did in plain terms turn it vponhim, {etting © 
before him, thatthe taking of the Towne, 
would breake the Peace , and that they 
fhould goe againft the Commmiflion: 
Whereupon, moftfalfly and {candaloufly, 
hee doubted not with confidence to af. 
firme,that he had order by word ofmouth 
from the King and his Councell, to take 
the Towne, if it wereany hinderanceto. 
thediggingof theMine . He 

But the cuent did fufficiently expound 
and manifeft the dire@tion ; and yet that 
kinde of interpretation little needed, for 
that yong M. Raleigh, (who.was likeft to’ 
Know his fathers {ecret) when he ledde his 
, foul- 


ae 

fouldiers vpon the Towne, vfed thefeor 
thelike words, (ome on my hearts, bere is the 
Mine that ye muft expect, they that looke for any 
other Mine, are fooles; And with this did 
wellconcurre that which followed, in the 
profecution of the Mineafter the Towne 
was taken ; For this Mine was not onely 
imaginary, butmoueable, for that which 
was direted to bee 3.miles thort of Saint 
Thome, was afcer fought 30. miles beyond 

S. Thomé. | 
All this while Sir W. Raleigh faied at 
Pont degallo, by the {pace of {ome 9.weekes, 
during which time it wasmuch noted by 
thofe that remained with him, that the 
{peech of the Mine was dead, (wheras men 
in expectation do commonly feede them- 
felues with the talke of that they long to 
heare of;) Nay more, after he had recetued 
newes of the taking of the Towne, which 
had beene the fittefttime to purfue the en- 
terprize of the Mine, (in regard the Towne 
that might haue beene the impediment 
was mattered ) hee neuer entertained any 
fuch defigne, but contrariwife, hauing 
| Ee know- 
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knowledge at the fame time, thathis fon 


was flaine, (whoas itfeemes was his onely 


care amongft the Land fouldiers ) he did 
mooue very inhumanly, to remooue nota 
littlefrom Ponr degallo to Port-bercule inre- 
{peét of the danger of the Current (as hee 
pretended ) butto goe forthe Charibes ma- 
ny leagues off; accompting (as it feemeth) 
the land Souldiers, butas fruges confumeres 
natos,and hauing his thoughts onely vpon 
Sea forces, which how they fhould haue 
beene imployed, euery man. may iudge. 
And whereas fome pretence is madevby 
him, as if hee fhould leaue fome word.at 
Pont degallo of direction, to what place the 
land Souldiers fhonld follow him, it is 

laine, he knew them at that time fo di- 
{treffed for victuall, as famine muft haue 
ouertakeh them, before they could ouer- 


take him, at, which time one of his Cap- 


taines toldhim, that he had deliuered out 
52.men to that feruice, which were then 
at the enterprize on Land, whole liueshee 
heldatadeare rate, and thathe would not 
weigh Anchor, as long as he hada Cable 

- to 
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to ride by, or a Cake of bread to eate: So 
Sir W. Raleigh finding no confent in that 
which hee propounded, that cruell pur- 
pofe was diuerted. an 
"> Tt was alfo much obferued , that after 
chat vnfortunate returne of Kemifh , not- 
withftanding Sir W.Raleigh did publique- 
ly giue out, that hee would queftion him 
for failing to profecute the Mine, bee had 
him at Dinner, and Supper, and vied him 
as familiarly andas kindly as before. And 
to Geo. Raleigh the Sergeant Major, to 
whom ke did vfe the like difcountenances 
in publique , who tooke it more tenderly, 
and complained , and brake with him a- 
boutit; hedid open himfelfe more plaine- 
lystelling him thathee muft feeme to doe 
as much as he did, to giue fatisfaction. 
Afterall this, when the profecution of 

this imaginarie Mine vanifhed, and was 
defeated, and that his Company caft a fad 
eye homewards y finding they were but 
abufed , Sir Walter'Raleigh called a Coun- 
cell of his Captaines aud helde the fame 
in hisCabbine , where hee propounded to 

ie 3 them, 
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them, that his Intention and defigne 
was; Firlt, co make to the New-found 
lands, and there to revidtuall and refrefh 
his Ships ; And thence to goe to the We- 
fterne Iflands, and thereto lie in waite to 
meete with the Mexico Fleete, or to far. 
prife fome Carrackes; and fo hauing gor- 
ten trealure, which might make him wel: 
come into any forreine Countrey, totake 
fome newe courfe for his future for- 
tunes, valuing himfelfe as a man of 
Beat enterprife, and fame abroad ; but 
then and at diuers times, hee did diredtly, 
and openly declare; that it was no com- 
ming for ENGLAND, for that he knew 
not how things would beconftrued , and 
that he (forhis part) would never puthis 
head vnder the Kings girdle , except hee 
firft faw the great Seale for his pardon. 

_ Atwhich time, his cogitations imbra~ 
cing Eaft and Weft, rather then any re- 


turne into his Coun trey, hee did in parti- 


cular make promifeto a Principall Com-. 
mander in his Company , to giue hima. 
Ship to goe into the Eaft Indies, if hee. 

Patan. " would 
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would accompanie him thither, But ac. 
cording to his firft proieét, hee went te 
the New found Land, which hee needed 
not to haue done, if his purpofehad been 
for England, ( forthat hee had vi@-uals ¢- 
nough, and to {pare,for that iourney ) and 
thereat New found Land his other com- 
pany hauing formerly difperfed and for- 
faken him,his owne companie which was 
in his owne Ship began likewife to mu- 
tine. Andalthough fomeold Pirates, ei- 
ther by his inciting, or out of feare of 
their owne cafe, were fierce and violent 
for the Sea,and againft the returne, yet 
the far greater number were for the return; 
at which time himfelfe got aland , and 
{tood vpon theSea banke, and putit toa 


queftion, whether they fhould returne for: 


England, or land at New found Land: 
Whereupon there was a diuifion of voy- 
ces, theone part to the Starreboard , and 
the other to the Larboard; of which that’ 
part which was for the returne for Eng- 
land,was two parts of three ,and would by 
no meanes be drawen to fet foote on land, 

but 
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but kept themfelues in the Ship , where 
they were furethey were mafters; which 
hee perceiuing , forfcare of further muti- 


nie, profeffed in diflimulation , that hee 


himfelfe was for the returne into England, 
and came and ftood amongft them that 


~ had molt voyces ; But neuertheleffe, after 


that he defpaired to draw his companie to 
follow him further, heemade offer of his 
owne Ship (which was of great value) to. 


his company, if they would fet him a- 


board a French Barque: The like offer he 
made, when hce came vpon the Coaft of 
Ireland , to fome of his chiefe-Officers © 
there. ) 

- But abour the time of hisarriuall ypon 


_ the coatt of Ireland, the forcing and fac- 


king of Saint Thomé, and the firing of 
the Towne, and the putting the Spaniards — 
to the {word, was noyfed abroad in all 
parts, and was by {peciall aduertifement 
comne vnto the knowledge of the. 
(Count. de Gondomar , then Ambaflador for” 
the King of Spaine with his Maiefty, who. _ 
therevpon prayed audience of his Maic- 
| | {tie,

fty,and with great inftance demanded Iu- 
ftice again{t the perfons , and their goods 
{who had-committed thofe outrages and 
made thofe {poyles ypon his Maiclties 
fubieéts) according to his Maiefties pro- 
mife, andthe treaty of Peace. Whercup- 
onhis Maieftie publifhed his Royall Pro- 
clamation for the difcouery of the truth 
of Raleighs proceedings, and the aduance- 
ment of Iuftice. Notwichftanding all 
which, his Maieftic vied a gracious and 
milde courfe towards Sir Walter Raleigh, 
fending downe Sir L. Seucley Vice-admi- 
rall of the Countie of Deuon, to bring 
Sir Walter Raleigh in faire manner, and as 
his health would giuc leaue, by cafe iour- 
neyes to London. For about this time 
Sic Walter Raleigh was comne from Ire- 
land into England,into the Port of Plimouth, 
where it was cafie to difcerne with what 
good will hee came thither, by hisimme- 
diate attempt to elcape from thence; For 
fooneafter his comming to Plimsuth, be- 
forehee was vnder guard , he dealt with 


the Owner of a French Barque ( pretend- 
3 ing 
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ng it was for a Gentleman afriend of his) 
to make ready his Barque for a paflage, 
and offered him twelue Crownes for his 
paines : Andone night he went in alittle 
Boate to haue feene the Barque that fhould 
haue tran{ported him, but the night be- 
ing verie darke, hee miffed of the Barque, 
and came backe againe, nothing done; 
wherein by the way appeares , that itwas 
not any traine laide tor him by Sir Lewis 
Stucley or any other ( as was voyced ) to 
mooue or tempt him to an efcape, but 
that hee had a purpole to flic and efcape 
from his firft arriuall into England. 
Burin this his purpofe,he grew to be more 
refolute,and fixed, after that the Lords of 
his Maiefties Councell , obferuing the de- 
laicsin his comming vppe, had {ent ynto 
Stacley, fome quicke letters for the hafte- 
ning thereof : But thereupon, as his defire 
of efcape encreafed , fo did the difficulty 
thereof increafealfo; for that Stucley from 
thac time foorth kept a better guard vpon 
him, whereof hetooke Biv aiveROLAG, 
in fo much as ( knowing Sracley to bee 
| witty 


A} 
witty and watchfull) hee grew to an opi- 
nion that it would bee impoflible for him 
to c{cape, except hee could winne one of 
thefetwo points ; either to corrupt Stuc- 
ley, or at left to get to haue fome liberty, 
when he cameto London, of remayning 


in his owne houfe ; for guiltineffe did tell 


him that vpon his comming to London, it 
was like hee fhould bee laid prifoner in the 
Tower. Wherefore hefaw no other way, 
butin hisiourney to London, to counter- 
feit fickeneffe in fuch amanner , as might 
in commiferation of his extremity, moue 
his Maiefty to permit him ro remaine in 
hisowncehoule, where heaffured himfelfe 
erelong , to plot an opportunity of an ef- 
cape: And hauing in his company one 
Mannowry a French man, a profeffor of 
Phy ficke, and one that had many Chymicall 
receipts, hee practifed by Crownes, and 
promifed to draw him into his confort,the 
better to makefaith of his counter'eiting 
to be ficke , theftory whereof, Mannowry 
himfelfe reporteth to haue pafled in this 
manner.

the Letters of Commision from the Priuie Bick

{ed a fudden departure, with much more hatte | 
then was expected before : and the counte- 
nance of Sir #alter Raleigh was much changed Oh 
after Sir Lewis: Stucley had fhewed the Commif- ® 
fion; for Mannowry {awe him from the ftaire- 


head (hee beeing alone in his chamber , the > 
doore ftanding halfe open). kow' hee ftamped ss 
with his feete , and pulled himfelfe by the baire, — 


{wearing in -thefe words, Gods wounds, 1 it 
posible my fortunes foould returne upon mes thus 
againe ¢ ; = 
From Matter Drakes they went on theirioure pF 
ney to the houfe of Mafter Horfey, diftant from 
thence foure miles, or thereabouts. It was Wi 
shat houre that Sir Walter Raleigh began firft to 
caufe Mannowry to bee founded, what was in 
his heart, byan olde domefticke of his called 
Captaine King, who there began to difcourfe 
" F 3, ve 
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vito Mannowry of the infortunitie of his Ma- 
fter, and amongft other things, faydthus; 7 
would wee were allat Paris, To whome Maznow- 
ry anfwered , Iwould wee were all at London, 
alas, what fhould wee doe at Paris? Becanfe, quoth 
King, that as foone as wee come. to London, they 
willcommit Sir Walter Raleigh to the Tower, and 
cut off hishead: VWVhereupon A4annowry antwe- 
red, That hee hoped better then fo, and that 
hee was forrie for his ill fortune ; and that accor- 
ding to-his {mall abilitie, heewasready to doe 
him all honeft feruicé hee could , fo it mightbee 
done without offence. 

After dinner, it being Sunday, Sir Walter Ra- 
leigh departed from Matter Horfey, his houfe, 
and: «went to Sherburne, and inthe. way. when 
hee came within view thereof, turning to AZaz- 
nouries, and fhewing him the place and the 
territoric about it, heefayd vnto him fighing, 
thatall chatwas his, and that the King had vn- 
iuftly taken it: from him. Hee and,Stucley lay not 
at Sherburne, but were inuited to the houfe of 
olde Mafter Parham : Mannowry and theirtraine 
went to lic at Sherburne, at the figne of the 
George. Thenextday, being Munday, thefe- 
uen and twentieth of July , WVaxnowry went to 
them, and from thence they tooke their way to- 
wards Salisbury, fiueand thirty miles from Sher- 
burnes, and arriing there ,»Sir/alter Raleigh go- 
ing afoote downe the hil, addrefled himfelfe 


vnto 
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vnto Afannowry, and asked him ifhee had any of 
his Vomits, or other Medicines ; which hee tel- 
ling him that he had,he prayed him to make one 
ready againftthe next morning , and to tell no 
body therot.. kom, quoth he) that it is good for me 
tocuacuate many bad humours,cy by this means 1 fhall 
gaine time to worke my friends, giue order for my af- 
faires, aed, it may bee, pacifie his Maieity before my 
comming to London 3 for I know well, that affoone 
as come there, Ifball to the T ower, and that they will 
cut off my head, if l ufe no meanes toefcape it 5 whith 
1 cannot doe, without counterferting to be ficke,which 
your vomits will effect, voithout fufpiccon. For which 
caufe the fame euening, as{ooneas he arrived,he 
laide him downe vpon a bedde, complayning 
mach of his head, and blaming his great dayes 
iourney from Sherborneto Salisbury, (notwith- 
ftandi:tg he fapped very well ) but after {upper 
hee (eemed to bee furprifed witha dimnefle of 
fight, bya{wimming or giddinefle in his head, 
and holding his hand before his face, hee rofe 
from his bed, and being ledde by thearme by Sir 
Lewis Stucley , hee ftaggered fo, that hee ftrooke 
his head with fome violence againft a poft of the 
gallery before his Chamber, which made Sir 


Lewis Stucleythinke that hee was ficke indeed; © 


in which beleefe A¢anzowry left him for that 

time. 
The next day inthe morning , he fent his La- 
dy his wife, and moft of his feruants to London, 
and 
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‘and alfo Captaine Kivg: and Cuthbert and Man- 


nowry , and Sir Lewis Stucley being in Stucleyes 
chamber, a feruant of the faide Sir Valter named 
Robine, came and told them that his Mafter was 
out of his witres, and that hee was naked in his 
fhirt vpon all foure, fcratching and biting theru- 
fhes vpon the Plankes , which greatly pitied Sir 
Lewis Stucley, who rifling in hafte, {ent Manzow- 
vy tohim, who when hee came, found him got- 
ten againeto his bed, and asking him what heat- 
led, heanfwered, heailed nothing , but thathee 
diditofpurpofe. And Sir Walter Raleigh asking 
him for his vomit, hee gaueithim, who made 
no bones , but {wallowed it downeincontinent- 
lie : At which time Sir Z. Stacley comming in, 
Sir Walter began againe to crie andraue ; Then 
Mannowry went out of the Chamber , and the 
vomit which hee had giuen him wasan houre 
and a halfe before it wrought, butin themeane 
time Sir Walter Raleigh beganne to drawe vp his 
leggesand armesallon a heapc , asit had beene 
ina fitof Conuulfions, and contraétions of his 


Sinewes; and that with fuch vehemencie, that 


Sir Lewis Stucley had much adoe with the helpe 
of others to pull out ftreight, fometimes an arme, 
fometimesa legge; which againftall the ftrength 


they had, he would draw vp againe as it was be- 


fore; whereatthe fayd Sir Lewes Stucley, tooke 
great compafsion, caufing him to be well rubbed 
and chafed ; which Sir Waiter Raleigh himfelfe 

? afterwards 
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afterwards told vnto Atannowry , laughing that 

he had well exercifed Sir Lewes Stusley, & taught 

him tobe a Phyfitian. i ; 3 
This fained fitce being thus paft, Sir wa/ter 
Raleigh called Aannovry,and when he came, hee 
prayed him to ftay by him, and faid hee would 
take fomereft. 4axzowrze lhut thedoore, amd 
being alone with him , Sir alter Raleigh tolde 
him, That his vomite had done nothing as yet, 
and faid, that hee would take another more vio- 
dents but Azannowry affuring him, that without 
‘doubt it would worke, hee contented himfelfe, 
and asked Ad¢annowry if hee could inuent any 
thing, that might make him looke horrible and 
loathfome outwardly, without offending his 
ptincipall parts, or making him ficke inwardly 
Mannowry ftudied:a little, and then tolde him, 
thathee would make a Compofition prefently, 
of certaine things which would make him like 
a Leper from headto foote, without doing him 
any\harme; which at his intreatichee effected 
{peedily.3 -at which time Sir walter Raleigh 
gauchim thereafon, why hee didit, telling him 
that his beeing in that cafe, would make the 
Lords of the: Counfell affraide to come neere 
him ‘and mooue them with more pitic to fa- 
uour him.) Soone after:that Afannowry had put 
this Compofitien vpon his Brow, his. Armes, 
andshis Breaft, Sit Lewis Stucley came into the 
Chamber, and Afannowry went away ,-and Sir 
Lewis Stucley perceiuing the places where 4447- 
i G nOwry 
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nowry had put. this Compofition to be all pim- 
pled, his face full of great blifters of diuersco 
lours, hauing in the middeft a little touch of yel- 
low, andround about likeapurple colour, and 
all.the reft of his skinne as it were inflamed 
with heate , hee beganne to apprehend the dan- 
ger of the difeafe; that it was contagious, and 
being very much aftonifhed at the fuddaine acci- 
dent,he asked A¢azzowry what he thought there- 
of but Adannowryiudgedit fitto conceale it from 
hioatthat time, feeing Sir walter Raleigh had 
not yer tolde him, that hee meant to flie out of 
England; but that it-was onely togainetime to 
fatishic his Maieftie; = 
|. Vpon Adangowry his. vncertaine anfwere to 
Sit Lewin Stucley. couching Sir walter Raleigh his 
maladie ,Stucley refolued to.goe tomy Lord Bi- 
fhop of Ele, now. of wincheffer, to relatevnto 
him in what cafe Sir walter Raleigh was , and 
brought vnto Raleigh two Phyficians to fee and 
vifite him; who being-come, could tell nothing 
of what humour the faide fickenefle was com- 
pofed. Therecamealfo athird, a Bachelour in 
Phyficke, who all could not by all that they 
could doe; difcouer this difeafe; Onely they 
gaue their opinton and aduife , thatthe Patient 
could notbe expofedto the Ayre, without ma- 
nifeft perill of his life, and thereof they made 
their report in writing, vnto which Adanmnowry 
alfoferhishaad siisvy estou s Leo dene 4 
Sit Walter Raleigh, fecing that all thefe things 
| ‘ fell 
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him fome meat fecrerly; for, quoth he, if I eate 
publiquely, ic willbee {cenethat 1am not ficke s 
fo according to hisrequeft; ALaznowry wentto 
the Woite-hart in Salisbury , and bought him a 
legge of Mutton and three loaves; which he ate 
in fecret,and by this fubtilty ic was thoughtehat 
he lived three dayes withour eating butnot with- 
out drinke : Thus hee continued vntll Friday 
thelaft of Ju/y, feeming alwayes to.be fickeinthe 
prefence of company, and neuertheleffe,, beeing 
alone, hee. writte his Declaration oxApology, 
and prayed A4aznowry to tran(cribeit,which was 
fince prefented tohis Maieftie. . , ~~ 

The fame cuening Sir Lewes Stuckley difcour- 
fing vpon his fickenefle, and whence it {hoyld 
ptoceed, Sir Walter Raleigh faidein thefe words, 
As God faue mee, 1 thinke I haue taken poyfan 
where I laythe night before 1 came to this Townes 
I kisow that Mafter Parham i 4 great loner of the 
King of Spaine, anda Papist, and that hee heepes al- 
wayes a Preeftin hishoufe ; but I will not hae any of 
you to (peake of it, nor you Atounfier ( quoth hee ) 
{peaking to Atannowry. Alfo Sit walter Raleigh, 
his Chamber doores beeing fhutte, walked vp 
and downe, and only At<aznowry with him,there 
naked in his fhirt, and tooke a looking glaffe, 
and looking vpon the {pots in his face, whereat 
he tooke great pleafure, and laughing, faid vnto © 
Masnovory thele words, We fhall laugh wellone day, 
for hawing thus coxened and beguiled the King , his 
Counsell,ated the Phyfitians, and the Spaniards and all 
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Vpon the Saturday that his Maieftie atriued 
at Salisbury , which was the firft of Augaft, 
Sir walter Raleigh defired to {peake with Ataz- 
novry in fecret, and feemed to haue a verie 
great apprehenfion of fomething, andhauing 
madehim fhut the doores, prayed him to giue 
hima redde leather coffer, which was within 
another coffer, which when heehad, hee was 
a good while looking init, and then called AZan- 
novry, and putting nine peeces of Spanifh mo- 
ney of gold into his hand , hee faide thus ; There 
istoenty Crownes in Piftolets, which I gine youfor 
your Phyficall receipts,and the vittwall you bought 
mee; and I will gine you fiftie pound a yeere, if 
you will doe that which 1 fhall teh you, and if. 
it happen that Sir Lewis Stucley doe aske yas 
what conference you had with mee, tell him that 
you comfort mee in mine aduerfity , and that I 
make you no other anfwere then thus, as is here 
written, which hee had alreadie, written with 
his owne handin alittle peece of paper for A4an- 
nowries inftruction,as followeth : 

Vela M. Mannowry L’ acceptance de tout mes 
tranaus , pertie de mon estat , cr demon fils, mes 
maladies ¢» doleurs. Vela L’ effect de mon con- 
fidence au Roy. Which paper of Raleighs hand 
writing Maxnowry produced, 

And now Sit Walter Raleigh beganne to 
praGife with Manxzowrie , and totell him that 
hee would flieand get himfelfe outof England, 
and that if A¢azzowry would aide him in his 
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efcape’, “it was all in his power: and that Sir 


Lewis Stucley truftedin no bodie but Mannowry, 
Whereupon Afanznowry made him an ouerture, 
that at his comming to London he fhould keepe 
himfelfe clofe in a friends houfe of M annowries 
in Shire-lanein London, whereunto he feemed 
toencline, and found Adanzowries aduife good 
fora while; butin the end hee told him, thae 
hee was refolued otherwife, and that hee had 
alreadie fent Captaine King to hire him a Barke 
below: Grauefend, which would goe with all 
windes, and another little boate to carrie him to 
its. For, quoth hee , t0 hide my felfe. in Lon- 
don, I fhoud be alvayes in feareto be difiouered by 
the generall Jearchers that are there 3 but’ to efcape , 
I must get leanue to gocto my houfe, and bein there, 
Iwill handle the matter fo , that 1 will [cape out of 
the hands of Sir Lewis Stucley by a backe-doore_s, 
and get mee into the, boate ; Sor no bodie will 
dowbs that lt can goes on foote , feeing mee, fo 
feeble, ast feeme to bees. And then Raleigh 
hauing mufeda while, without {peaking, Atanz- 
wowrie asked him , Sir, wherefore will you flies? 
jouw Apologies, and your last Declaration » doe 
not they iuptifies yon Sufficiently? Then all in 
choler , Ralezghanfwered him in Englith thus ; 
Neuer tellimee mores aman that feares ts neuer ‘[e- 
cares which fathion of his put ALaznowry to fi- 
lence for that time, ae ee 
- Now there refted nothing but his Maiefties 
Licence, ‘to permit him to goeto his owne 
S463 i houfe, 
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houfe, without which (hee fayde) hee could 
not pofsibly efcape. This Licence was after gran- 
ted him by the meanes of Mafter Vice-cham- 
berlaine, and Mafter Secretatie Nauzton; which 
being obtained , Adznnowry tooke occafion to 
fay to him, That heereby one might fee, that his 
Maiesty had no meaningto take his life, feeing that 
hee fuffered him to goe to his owne houfe toreconer 
his health. No (¢ quoth Raleigh ) they vfed a 
thefe kindes of flatteries, to the Duke of Byron, 
to draw him fairely to the prifon, and then they cut 
off his head 5 I knowe that they have concluded a- 
mongst them, that it is expedient that 2manfhould 
die, to veaffure the Trafficke which I haue broken in 
Spaine, And thereupon brake foorthinto moft 
hatefull , and»Trayterous wordes againft the 
Kings owne Perfon, ending ina menace and 
brauery , That of hee could faue himfelfe for that 
time, hee would plot fuch plots , as [hould make the 
King thinke himfelfe happy to fend. for him acaine, 
and vender him his estate with aduantages yea and 
force the» King of Spaine, to write into England 
in his fauour. | 


Mannowry at that time did aske him ‘fur- 


ther, if hee efcaped, what fhould become of 
Sir Lewis Stucley ? and whether hee fhouldbee 
put to death for him or not, and whether hee 


fhould loofe his Office and Eftate ? Not to 


death ( quoth Raleigh ) but hee» will bee imprife- 
ned for a whiles, but his landes the me a 
hawe, for that they are already affured to his eldeft 
Sonne;

fonne ; and for the reff, ct was no part of his care. 
“Mannowry further asked him , if it were not 
Treafon ia himfelfe to be ayding to his efcape; 
No (quoth hee) for that you are a firanger 5 ne- 
uertheleffe, you must not bee knowne of any thing, 
for then you will bce fure to bee put in prifon. In 
conclufion , J4aznowry demaunded of him yet 
further, Bat what-of i be difcouered, that I had any 
hand in your efcape ? why ( quoth hee ) follow mee 
intoFrance, (that is your Countrey ) and quit all, 

anal will make you amends for all. : 
After, Raleigh went on hisiourney to dzdo- 
ner, and{o to Hartford-bridge, and from thence 
to Staines , during which time , Sir Lewés Stucley 
being made acquainted by Adsnnowry with Ra- 
leigh his purpofe to efcape, vfedbextraordina- 
rie diligence in guards and\watchesvpon him; 
which Raleigh perceiving, faide to ALanzowry 
at Staines , I perceine weil, it 7s not pofsible for 
mete, to efcape by our two meanes alone, Stucley 
ts fo watchfull, and [ets fuch firait guard upon mee, 
and will bee too hard for vs, forall our cunnings; 
therefore there zs no way but to make him of our coun- 
fells and if wee can perfwade him, to let mee faue 
amy felfe,I wil gine him in hand treo hundred pounds 
flerline worth: and thereupon drew fortha Iew- 
ell, and fhewed it to A<aznowrie, and gaue ic 
into his hand, madein the fafhion of haile pow- 
dered with Diamonds, with a Rubie inthe mid- 
deft; which hee valued at a -hundted.and fiftie 
pound fterling, andfaid, Befides this Iewell, en 
: all 


fhall haue fiftie pound in money, I pray you goe tel 


him fo from me, and perfwade himtoit, tknow he will 


traft you. ° ; S COVERY vax 
oe Mannowrie went prefentlyto Stucley , and told 
him asbefore , and concluded with him, that 
Atannowrie fhould report backe to Raleigh , that 
hee ‘would accept of his: offer, and bade-him 
tell Raleigh alfo, that hee was contentto docas 
“thee defired 5 but hee would chufe rather to goe 
away with him, then to tarie behind with fhame 
- gnd-reproach 3 and hee bade Mannowri¢e aske 


Him farther .° how hee thought hee could doe - 


this , without looling his Otfice of Vice-Ad- 
mirall, which coft him fixe hundred pourds, 
and how they fhould: liué afterwards; and to 
what place they {hould go, and whatmeanes he 
would carie with him’, to furnifh this inten- 
ded efcape 5. which adannowrie. did , and was 
anfwered:by the (aid Raleigh , and prayed to 
tell stacey 5° that if-hee would {weare. vnto 
him, notto difcouer him, hee would tell him 
his whole intent; and that for the firlt point, 
though “Stucley fhould loofe his Office ; yet 
hee fhould bee noloofer vpon the matter 5 and 
forafterwards , afloone’as hee was gorten into 
France, or Holland, his wife was to fendhima 
thoufand pounds Sterling , and that hee caried 
with, him.onely a thoufand: Crownes, in'mo- 
| ney and Tewellsto ferue forthe prefent in his e- 
- fcape. “Bur afeer fappet » Raleigh {aid vnto A4an- 
nowrié, Obj af Tcouldiefeape without Stucley, 
tae H. I fhould 
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I thould doe brauely ; But it & 10 matter ( {aid 
hee) He carte him along , and afterwards Ile aif- 
patch my felfer of him well enough. And af- 
ter, Mannowrie relating all that had paffed , to 
stucley, brought them together , at which time 
Raleigh {hewed the Lewell to Stucley ; and hee 
making fhewto.bee content, prayed hima lit- 
tlerefpite to difpofe of his Office; whereupon 
Mannowrie feeing them {0 accorded vpon the 
matter in appearance, tooke his leaue of them 
to goe 10 London, and in the morning Alannow- . 
vie» vpon the taking of his leaue, faid to Ra- 
leich , that hee didnot thinke to fee him againes 
while hee was in England 5; Whereupon Ra- 
leigh gauc him a Letter direéted to Miftus 
Herrys of Radford, that thee fhould deliuer him 
an yron fornace with a Diftillatory of Copper 
belonging vnto it and charged him to tell euc- 
ry man hee meter, that hee was ficke , and that 
hee left him in an extreme Joofeneffe thar very 
might, - 


Vt Raleigh hauing formerly difpat- 
ched..a meffenger to London, to pre- 
pare him a Barque for his ¢lcape, 
cameat lait to London and hauing wonne 
his purpofe, (by thefe former deuices of 
feioned fickenefle ) to bee {pared from 
imprifonment in the Tower, and to bee 
permitted to remaine at his owne houtec, 
| cll . 
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till his better recouery ; there fell out 
anaccident, which gaue him great hopes 
and encouragement {peedily to facilitate 
his intended defignefor efcape. Forashe 
came on his way to London, in bis Inne at 
Brentford , there came vato him a French- 
man natned La Chefnay, a follower of Le 
(tere lait Agent here for his Maictties dea- 
reft brother the French King; who tolde 
him that the French Agent was very defi- 
roustof{peake with him,as fooneas might 
be after hisarriuallat London , for matters 
greatly concerning the fayd Sir Walters 
weale and fafetie; as in eftect it fell our, 
that thevery next night after hisarriuall at 
London , thefaid Le Clere , and La (hefway 
came vnto him to his houfe , and there did 
the faid Le (Jere offer vnto him a French 
Barque , which hee had prepared for him 
to elcape in, and withall bis Letters recom- 
mendatory for his fafe condukt and reception to 
the Gouernour of Calis,and to fend a Gentleman 
exprefly that fhould attend and meete bim there, 
to which offer of his, Raleigh after fome 
queltions pafled, finding the French Barke 
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not to bee forcady, nor fo fit as that bim/elfe hid 
formerly provided, caue him thanks,andtold, 
him: that he wicduild make vie of: bee owne: 
Barke, but for his Letrers,and the reft of bis of- 
fer, hefbould be bebolding to bim,b ecaufe bis ac-. 
guaimtance in France was werne out. SO patli- 
onately bent was hee vpon his elcape, as; 
that hee did norforbeare to truft his life, 
and to communicate a:lecret importing 
him'fo neere,vpon his firf? acquaintance,and 
conto a flranger, whom he hath fincecon- 
fefled that he neuer fay pelt ‘And thus af 
ter two nights flay, the third night hee. 
madedniact ual attempt toelcape, and was 
in Boate towards his Shippe, but was by. 
Sencley arrelted,brought backe,and deliue-, 
redinto the wi asdia sof the Lieutenant of 
theTower.. 3 / 
For thefe his erties Halts 30s offences, | 
in actes of Holtilitie vpon -his Maiclties 
confederates, depredations, and abufes, as 
well of his Gorarnathons asof his Maie- 
flies Subiects vader his! charge; Impe- 
ftures; Attempts of efcape , declining his 
Maielties Iuftice, and the reft , euidently 
prooued

prooued or confefled by himfelfe; he had 
made himfelfe veterly vnwoorthy-of his 
Maiefties further mercy : And becaule he 
could not by Law bee tudicially calledin 
queftion, forchar his former attainder of 
Treafon is the higheltand laft worke of 
the Law ( whereby hee was Ciuiliter mortu- 
us) his Maieftiewas inforced (except At- 
tainders fhould become priuiledges for all 
fubfequent offerices ) to refolue to haue 
him executed vpon his former Attainder.

"B® proceedings being thus made ma- 
nifeft to all his good Subiects. by 

this preceding Declaration, nor founded 
vpon coniectures of likely hoods; but eit 
ther vpon confeflion of the: partic him-

vnfulpected witnefles, he leaves itrto the 
world to iudge, how be could either haue 
fatisfied his owne Tuftice, (his honou- 
rable intentions having bene fo peruerted 


and abufed by the fayd Sit W-Raleigh)or yet | 


make the vprightnefle of the fame his in- 
. Ls tentions 
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tentions appeareto his deareft Brother the 
King of Spaine;it he had nor by a Legal pu- 
nifhment of the Offender, giuen an exam- 
ple, afwell of terrour to all his other Sub- 
iects, not to abule his gracious meanings, 
in taking contrary courfes for the atiai- 
ning to their owne vnlawfull endes ; as 
alfo of Demonftration to all orher for- 
reigne Princes and States, whereby they. 
might reftaflured of his Ma:elties honou- 
rable proceeding with them,whenany the 
like cafe fhall occurre : By which meanes 
his Maieftie may the more afluredly €x- 
pect and claime an honourable concur- 
rence , and a reciprocall correfpondenc: 
from them , vpon any the like occafion, 
But asto SirWalter Raleigh his conteflion 
at his Death, what he confefled or denied 
touching any the points of this declarati- 
on, his Maieftieleaues him and his con- 
{cience therein to God, as was {aid inthe 
beginning of this Difcourfe. For Soue- 
raigne Princes cannot make a trueiudge- 
ment vpon the bare {peeches or affeuera- 
tions of a delinquent at thetime of his

vp and built vpon ; all the materiall and
